From the London Papers, Dec. 11. 

Larrache, 04. 24. ‘The Englifh Couful arrived here 
yefterday eveaing from the Emperor’s camp, having been 
fent for-there. We learn, that his Moorith Majetty has for- 
bidden the Spaniards mole(ting the Englith thips in the Bay 














of ‘Tangiers for the future. We hear likewife, that the Con; | 


ul was favourably received by his Majefty, who informed 
him, in a few words, that he was difpleafed with his.coun- 
trymen, becaufe they had not paid him proper refpect, but 
that ia confideration of the affection the Moors have for the 
Englith, he was ready to overlook it all. 

Toulon, Nov. 21. The thip le Majeftueux, of 110 guns, 
was fet a-float the day before yefterday; another of the 
fame force is ordered to be built. 

Yefterday the merchant fleet frem the iflands, brought 
home by the Count de Guichen, arrived fafely at Marfeilles 
from Cadiz. The merchants of that city were greatly plea- 
fed to fee their property, from the Levant as well as from 
America, arrive fafe under the proteion of the thips of 
war. 

It is faid, that, for the future, the Englifh method will 
be followed in that refpet. The Britith Goverament con- 
fhantly prefers the arrival-of their merchant fteets, to en- 
gagements and naval combats, which generally decide no- 
thiag, whilft the arrival of ten thips throws an attivity, and 
fpreads real wealth in the port where it is effected, and con- 
fequently, in the {tate the port belongs to. 

Breft, Nov. 26. Since we have learat that Count d’E- 
ftaing has failed from Cadiz, the court has fent orders here 
to prepare beds for the lick on board the fhips that are ex- 
pected to arrive, which renders doubtful the project of fend- 
ing the hips brought home by M. de Guichen, to cruize 
weitward of the Channel. We kaow not where the grand 
Englith fleet is. : 

Paris, Nov. 28. According to letters received from Ca- 
diz, they expe&t M. le Compte d’Eitaing to retura foon 
into that port. It is faid, that he has promifed the King of 
Spain to put him in poffeffion of Gibraltar before he gaes to 
America. The dexterity he fhowed in going out of the Bay 
of Cadiz, and returning again, has been much admired, as 
he evidenced, while at fea, his defign to go back again, Don 
Cordova, who bad joined him, was not to go with him, but 
to lend him eight Spanith fhips. ' 

Private letters from St Milozs and Grenville advife, that 
the owners of the privateers at thofe ports appear very dif- 
contented at the late order of Council, forbidding them to 
ranfom the enemy’s fhips, and‘that they have tranfmitted 
great complaints on this fubjeét, fetting forth that they have 
made great preparations for the enfuing campaign.

The‘ fuiree of our fitet confitts,. at 
prefent, of about 21 or 2@%dil of the line; but coufidering 
the difference of fhips, ahd'aumber of guns, (there being 
feveral three-deckers amongtt them)! the fuperiovity may be 
faid to be in our favour, efpecially as feveral of the French 
fhips are .pait of thofe brought by M. de Guichen from the 
Weit Indies. 

Another account fays, the Crefcent frigate, Capt. Hope, 
of 28 guns, from off the Lifbou ftation, is arrived at Fal- 
mouth. On her paflage the fell in with the combined fleets 
under D’Eftaing, confiting of upwards of 40 line of battle 
fhips, with about 99 fail of merchantmea, under convoy, 
tteering welt.

Some difpatches were received on Friday night at the Ad- 
miralty from Sir George Rodney in America, brought over 
by the packet, informing tacir Lordhhips of his intending to 
fail in a few hours for his ftation in the Welt- Indies. 

Saturday night fome difpatches were received from New-

Sir Thomas Rumbold, the laté Prefident of Muadrafs, is 
faid to be coming home with near half a million, though it 
is not above four years ago that he fucceeded the late Lord 
Pizot.
